a f e by Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, 
chairman of the commission, who -scccere- 
Iv criticised the government for its.uu- 
f^'irnesa toward tile Indians. 


''On some of the reservations 
more 


than 25 per cent, are afflicted v.ith this 
scourge of tuberculosis, which Mireaton!- 
t-> destroy the whole race," said Mr. Kob- 
inson. "The commission does not believe 
the establishment of a central hospital 
advisable, because comparatively few"of 
the afllicted Indians could receive treat- 
ment there, and the Indians themselves 
bitterly oppose any plan of relwi which 
contemplates the forcible removal of p.v- 
l.ivnts to a hospital remote from their

culosis among I.iciians is thought to be 
occasioned by their habits and manner of 
living. 
Formerly the Indians lived in

This is true in every life. God's words 
are ofti-u robbed of their evident mean- 
ing simply because they do not 
accord 


with prejudice or some long cherished 
thought. Put so"16 truths must become 
a part of our own experience before we 
can accept them. 
The disciples were 


afraid to ask further, and so ofttimes 
are wo. They still clung to their old 
theories of a kingdom in the face of all 
that Jesus had s»iil. 


The disciples needed to go over the

CONFISCATED WINE IN RIVER. 


Judge Orders Adulterated Brand Thrown 


in Mississippi. 


Hannibal, Mo., Jan. 2. —Eighty-four 


bottles of wine were thrown into tho'Mis- 
sissippi river, according to a decision 
handed down in the United States court 
in Hannibal bv Judge David P. Dyer. 
Tho case is -ntitled "The United States 
against Thirteen Cases of Wine." Seven 
cases worn ordered confiscated 
within 


twenty days. Six other cases were never 
seized, having been used. The wine was 
shipped to a Hannibal dealer in August 
by the Sweet Valley Wine company, of 
Sandusky, 0., and labeled Scuppe.rnong 
wine, a brand made of the Scuppcrnong 
grape. It was found to bo an adultera- 
tion of this brand and was seized under 
the pure food and drugs act.
